DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tanimoto et al 
U.S. Patent Number 6,075,776. 

Re Claim 5, fig. 1 teaches a Remote Network 20 (a user network) including a 
Router 400 (an edge node) and provides encapsulation function (See fig. 6, step S23) 
by way of an Intranet (See col. 3, lines 41-48) including another router 400 (another 
edge node) provides decapsulation function (See fig. 6, step S25) and a home address 
management table 70 (a table of authorized users) (col. 5, lines 28-36). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-13 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

As recited in independent claims 1, 2, and 13, prior art fails to teach a third 
judgment unit for forming a judgment on the basis of a result of the first and second 
judgment units wherein the first unit perform a judgment of the based authorized used 
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on decapsulated packet and the second unit perform a judgment based whether the 
reception of the decapsulated packet within the a time range allowed for the user 
transmitting the packet.
